“When they reached New York after they had 
fled from Augusta she cautioned my son not 
to ‘forget the $20 gold piece in a little box 
for Ducey’ and to ‘look in the pocket of his 
gray clothes for the ring.’ In short, she took 
charge of every matter and directed the pro- 
ceedings to the last minutiz. 

It was thus that a boy of 17 years and 10 
months, in some respects inexperienced even 
for his age, was tempted from his schoolbooks 
and his tutor and blindly led to the altar by a 
young. woman of full 21 years, with entire 
secrecy contrived by herself, and with all the 
instrumentalities of her device complete and 
exact. ! 

Had Forestalled All Intervention. 

“When my eldest son, Walker, went to New 
Vork, as I have related in the Ducey letter. 
his object was to see whether this marriage of 
my youngest son might not be invalid or 
could not be annulled, by reason of his youth. 
It was met with the assertion that it was too 
late for any proceedings to set aside the 
marriage, because after the marriage the 
bride, instead of returning to her mother, had 
taken passage for Boston with the groom on 
one of the night stegmers on Long Island 
Sound. She returned from Boston to New 
York the following day, and he came on home 
to Augusta. This fact was learned for the 
first time by Walkér, a boy’s modesty having 
preventeg my son James from bringing it to 
my knowledge. 

Mrs. Blaine Did Not Separate Them. 

J propose next to show by a somewhat 
minute statement of facts and dates the falsity 
of the assertion that Mrs. Blaine broke up the 
marriage, relations of my son and his wife. 
She did not see her daughter-in-law until May, 
1887, eight months after the marriage, when, 
being in New York, the latter called upon her 
twice during her two days’ stay. The next 
time she saw her was a month later. When 
about to sail for Europe on the 8thof June 
she was a single day in New York and saw the 

young woman on taking leave. 
At the end of fourteen months we returned 
from Europe and stopped two or three days 
in New York. We found that in our absence 
my son had not only spent his entire allow- 
ance, but that he was deeply in debt. It was 
then arranged that both my son and his wife 
shonld come down to Augusta and have their 
future determined at a family council. They 
arrived in Augusta Saturday, Aug. 18. Mrs. 
Blaine was absent from home on a visit and 
returned Monday afternoon, so that she saw 
James’ wife for the first time in Augusta on 
the evening of Aug. 20. 
Within two or three days I learned the de- 
tails of the dismal failure of their New York 
life, and after full consultation with Mrs. 
Blaine and with her free approval I proposed 
that they should come to live at Augusta and 
occupy our old home. I had a summer house 
at Bar Harbor and as I intended to spend all 
my winters in Washington this house would 
be vacant if they did not occupy it. The 
house being large I proposed to pay tor fuel 
and light and the wages of a man servant, and 
I would furnish them with a horse and car- 
riage. I also assured them in addition the 
sum of $2,500 a year until my son should be 
able to earn an income of that amount. I 
made the proposition while we were sitting on 
the lawa with my son’s wife but a few feet 
distant. Myson went immediately over to 
her and I know that he told herin detail just 
what my offer was. Her reply was that she 
would not stay in Augusta on any considera- 
tion. He was very much disconcerted by her 
decision, and for the first time informed his 
mother and myself of his discontent and un- 
happiness, a fact which was not before known, 
but which was not received with surprise. 
„We then learned that during our absence 
in Europe he had become gradually estranged 
from her, and her refusal to accept the resi- 
dence in Augusta was merely the last of along 
series of disagreements which threatened to 
make their united life impossible and 
which led finally to a separation. 
Disaster is the only legitimate conclusion of 
such a marriage. During the two weeks that 
my son’s wife staid at Augusta it became 
patent to every member of my family and to 
every visitor, and to no one more than myself, 
that a separation was the least disaster to be 
dreaded, 

Why the Young Wife Left Them. 

„The immediate occasion of her departure 
was my son's going to Bangor at my request 
on Friday, Aug. 31, with some documents for 
which I telegraphed (I was eccupied with the 
campaign of the State), and he continued with 
me to Ellsworth, where I was to speak on Sat- 
urday, Sept. 1. There being a violent rain 
storm, the meeting at Ellsworth was postponed 
to Monday, Sept. 3. James spent the interval 
at Bar Harbor ana I remained at Ellsworth. 
Monday, after the meeting, James returned 
with me to Augusta and arrived at 11 p. m., 
only to learn that his wife had gone to New 
York at 3 p.m., eight hours before. She 
knew well that James would be at home that 
night. 

K Mrs. Blaine had strongly disapproved ot 
her departure and had eafhestly urged her to 
remain. She did not then dream that our son 
would not follow his wife or that the immi- 
nent final separation would come so soon, but 
she deprecated the angry and, to us at least, 
sudden departure and the journey to New 
York alone with the infant and nurse. She 
did not, however, suspect that the young 
woman left with any less friendly feeling to- 
wari herself than towards every other mem- 
ber of the family except my son J ames. 
Findmg the young woman determined to 
gdrand foreseeing the difficulties in their path 
since my daughter-in-law utterly declined the 
provision I made for their support, Mrs. 
Blaine repeatedly bade her remember that 
she would at auy moment receive the child 
for any length of time-for one year and 
three years or ten years, or for life; that he 
should receive, as all who know my wife will 
believe, the very best of care and attention; 
that she would put his mother under no con- 
ditions whatever, and that whenever She 
wished the child to be returned to her he 
should be sent. The offer was not accepted, 
but it was not declined. It appeared to be re- 
ceived in the same friendly spirit in which it 
was given. Thus my daughter-in-law left my 
home, the only home which my son could pro- 
vide for her. She left behind her for my son 
a note whose temper and tone are sufficiently 
indicated by a single extract: 

* You know when you left what the consequence 
of your trip to Bar Harbor would be. What 
business had you at Bar Harbor? Why did not 
you telegraph me and not let me lie awake till 
nearly 4 o'clock? You shall live to regret all 
this. You have broken the greater part of your 
promises thus far, and until you learn to be truth- 
ful you need not me near me, I am not here to 
have my a diseussed among the neighbors.

It was presented with reports from various 
unions favoring the abstinence from work by 
all unions tomorrow, but the committee re- 
solved to take no action thereon. There 
are now eighty-three strikers under arrest 
and their cases will be disposed of tomorrow 
morning. This will require the attention of 
the force, so it is not likely that the company 
will undertake to move any cars before noon. 

President Frenzel of thestreet car company 
was asked if he had received any instructions 
from Allerton, McCormick, and Butler, the 
Chicago stockholders of the company, as to 
what course he should pursue. In reply he 
said he had received the following telegrams: 

CHICAGO. Feb, 28.--J. H. Frenzel, President Cit- 
izens’ Street Railway, Indianapolis, Ind.: We 
received today from Mayor Sullivan the following 
telegram:

Was a Day of Quiet. 
The walking has been bad in the home of the 
President today, but a majority of those who 
have been out have indulged therein despite 
an old-fashioned drizzling rain. Although the 
day has been a quiet one, the people are un- 
easy. They do not know whether the quietude 
portends an earthquake or a continuation of 
peace. The Citizens’ Street Car company, 
which has been tied up for one week, pro- 
claimed last night that the Sabbath should b. 


as the company was concerned. 
The mules in the barn have had a day 
off, and some of them need it. It is a ques- 
tion, however, whether this respect for the 
day by the street car company is the result of 
early pious training, or by direction of Mr. 
Allerton, the Chicago millionaire, who owns 
a good deal of the stock in the company, or 
whether the company’s manager here, Mr. 
Frenzel, wanted the day to himself in order 
to consult with the Mayor and the Chief of 
Police in securing protection tomorrow. 

The latter has undoubtedly had something 
to do with the unusual stillness of the day. 
The men have not shown themselves in groups 
and there has been no demonstration about 
the barns where they have been congregating 
all week. The Advisory committee, however, 
has been in consultation at various times. 
The Chief of Police has augmented his force 
today considerabiy. It was found yesterday 


the Indianapolis force, could not cope with the 
strikers and their friends, and, as the charter of 
the city gives the Mayor and his Committee of 
Public Safety the authority to impress able- 
bodied citizens for police duty in times of 
peril and excitement, subpoenas have been 
issuing allday. This has had its funny side, 
for never before in the history of the town 
have there been so many sick men. Every 
citizen who is on good terms with his family 
doetor has a certificate exempting him from 
duty. Those who haven’t try to keep out of 
the way, and the blinds of many private resi- 
dences have been pulled down all day. 
Protection Is Now Guaranteed. 


At1o’clock this afternoon only forty-five 
extras had been sworn in. This is gratifying 
to the strikers, who point toit as a fact that 
the people are still with them, This is true, 
and so long as the strikers cana keep cool and 
no violence is done to life or property the 
people of Indianapolis appear to favor the 
strikers. This was shown in the meeting of 
the preachers held a few evenings since, at 
which the clergy resolved that there was no 
sin vr violence in ‘unhitching a mule from a 
street-car or throwing a scab from the plat- 
form of the car. ‘President Frenzel of the 
company said to Taz TRInU NR correspundent 
substantially: We have enough men to op- 
erate our mule lines and will start the cars 
from the barns tomorrow morning on sched- 
ule time. The Mayor has. assured us of pro- 
tection and that is all we want. 

The President was reminded that when the 
authorities did give the company protection 
Saturday the result was almost a bloody riot, 
and the cars had to be returned to the barns. 
He replied that was because the police force 
was inadequate, and that tomorrow would 
show a very different state of affairs. Presi- 
dent Frenzel has no fears of trouble tomor- 
row, but the people do not share his confi- 
dence. One of them said when told of Fren- 
zel’s confidence: Saturday when it was in- 
timated that the police force was to be in- 
creased word was sent to the big force at the 
stock-yards and the Atlas Manufacturing 
Works, nuinbering 700 men, and every man of 
them sent word that he would come and help 
the strikers as soon as the authorities resorted: 
to force. And they will do the same thing 
Monday.“ 

Another thing that shows the feverish con- 
dition of the atmosphere is the fact that the 
proprietors of nearly every big laboring es- 
tablisament in the city, the employés repre- 
senting several thousand laborers, called at 
the Commercial club Saturday and asked for 
conciliatory measures from the city authorities 
in dealing with the strikers. The manager of 
one of the biggest factories said to a commit 


tee of citizens at the club: “My men 
are uneasy and excited, and I 
ain. ‘afraid I cannot control them. 


They have been sending for beer during work- 
ing hours, and that is a dangerous symptom. 
The more they drink the more excited they 
become, and on the slightest pretext they will 
leave their work-benches and go to the aid of 
the strikers.” ; ) * 
Has Ordered Saloons Closed. 
In view of this the Mayor has issued a proc- 
lamation ordering all saloons in the city to 
keep shut tomorrow, and not to sell or give

MEETING OF CHICAGO DIRECTORS. 


Indianapolis People Visit the Local Of 
cials—A Secret Session, 
The probability of any serious trouble or 
outbreak today on the part of the striking 
employés of the Citizens’ Street railway com- 
pany at Indianapolis is discredited by the Chi- 
cago directors of the road. They seem prone 
to believe that the difficulty can be smoothed 
over by President Frenzel, and declare that in

It was admitted 
that a committee or, as they put it, a number 
of Indianapolis men were here last Saturday 
to confer with them, but the exact purpose in- 
tended to be effected by the conference and 
what was actually accomplished were not 
given out. : 
The fact of the matter is, said Mr. Aller- 
ton, “that it is a mere question whether the 
directors of the road or the employés shall 
run it. When Mr. Frenzel was elected Presi- 
dent it was only after a careful canvass of the 
citizens of Indianapolis. We were anxious to 
appoint some one who would be acceptable to 
the people. Mr, Frenzel was proposed, and 
the choice met the universal approval of 
everybody who was consulted. There was not 
a dissenting voice. The first intimation of 
trouble was when a limitation was placed 
upon the number of free passes issued to the 
employés. The men then asked to arbitrate 
and Mr. Frenzel consented. Now the trouble 
has broken out again and, as I said before, it 
is a mere question as to who shall run the 
road. We should not have had a meet- 
ing this Sunday afternoon were it not 
that we thought the matter ought to be dis- 
cussed and the management of the road at 
Indianapolis advised as to tne proper thing to 
do. The telegram we are framing is purely 
one of private instructions, and ought not to 
concern the public.“ 
It is reported that the men demand the 
discharge of President Frenzel?“ 
do not know whether they do or not. 
Certainly no such demand has been made of 
us. Wehave been advised that a petition is 
being circulated among the men at Indianap- 
olis asking for the removal of Mr. Frenzel, 
but we have seen nothing of it and till we do 
of course will take no cognizance of such an 
action.

THINK HEIS ATWATER 


OBJECTIONS TO THE CLAIMS OF 
GEORGE w. NORTHEDGE, 


Washington Descendants of Col. Northedge 
Say His Claim Is Fraudulent—Million- 
aires Employing Watchmen to Guard 
Against Cranks—John D. Rockefeller’s 
Gouse Watched Night and Day—Club 
Formed to Secure Independence for 
Cuba and Puerto Rico, 

New Yor«, Feb. 28.—[{Special.]—There are 
several people in Washington who object to 
the claims of the Chicago Baronet, George W. 
Northedge. They are William Henry North- 
edge, who claims the million involved, but 
not the title, which he says does not exist; 
George R. Northedge, Mary Northedge Jones, 
their sister, and William K. Dunhamel, a 
well-known attorney of that city. The 
Chicago Northedge is thought by all these 
people to be George Atwater, alias Northedge, 
ason of Col, Northedge before the Colonel 
was maxried, and a man who has not always 
looked ht of windows as unobstructed as 
those the Fifth Avenue Hotel. The state- 
ment made by Northedge excited great indig- 
nation among the members of the Northedge 
family. Their father, who is dead, was 
Colonel of the Fifty-ninth New York Volun- 
teers. As the Fifth avenue Sir George” 
claims the Colonel as his father, the Washing- 
ton Northedges are certain that he is George 
Atwater, alias Northedge, whom they all know 
about, but who, they say, could not inherit the 
money or title under English or American 
laws. 

According to the yarn of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel Northedge, he was shingling a roof in 
Chicago the other day when the Queen's 


Counsel, Gilchrist of Toronto, Ont., and 
London, England, congratulated him on being 


a Baronet and heir to large es- 
tates in Somersetshire. According to 
Lawyer Duhamel and to the whole Northedge 
family George Atwater is an ex-convict, and 
according to Mr. Duhamel alone there is no 
Queen's Counsel in Toronto named Gilchrist, 
but a law student of that name has had grave 
trouble. “If the Northedge at the Fifth 
Avenue is the man I think he is,” said 
Mr. Duhamel tonight, there is but one 
deduction that Ican make, and that is that 
two scamps have concocted an_ elaborate 
scheme to victimize somebody.” ‘The allegea 
Sir George has given it outat the Fifth Avenue 
hotel that he is after a wife. The Northedges 
of Washington say that Atwater, alias 
Northedge, is a married man. : 

J first became acquainted with George W. 
Northedge in 1878,“ said Mr. Dunhamel. He 
then went by the name of Atwater, but 
claimed to be a son of Col. William North- 

ge, who organized the Fifty-ninth New 
‘ork Volunteers, He came to Washington 
and set up a claim for the $7,500 appro- 
priated by Congress for the benefit of 
the widow of Col. Northedge. Atwater 
claimed to be a son by a former marriage. I 
was attorney for Mrs. Northedge, and she 
made affidavit that her husband. had never 
been married to the young man’s mother. 
She stated that her husband had told her 
that he had lived with Mrs. Atwater, 
but had never married’ her. I looked 
into this man Atwater’s record and found it to

John D. Rockefeller’s House Guarded Day 
and Night Against Cranks. 

New York, Feb. W. [Special.] Since Jan. 
1 the house at No. 4 West Fifty-fourth street, 
where John D. Rockefeller, the Standard Oil 
millionaire lives, has not been for one moment, 
day or night, without the watchful observa- 
tion of a private policeman. In the daytime 
one of these guardians hangs about the en- 
trance of St. Luke's Hospital, which is direct- 
ly acrdss the street. t night he stands usually 
in the shadow of one of the big shade trees 
in front of the house. He watches every 
person who goes up the broad stairs 
to the front door, and if he 
deems it necessary he stops tho visitor and 
demands his business. This precaution 
against ssible danger from undesirable 
callers Mr. Rockefeller, and nearly every 
other rich man in New York City, has ob- 
served as a result of the dynamite explosion 
in Russell Sage's office. The watchmen are 
furnished by a company which has lately. been 


doing a lucrative business with mujllionaires., 


Three men watch eight hours apiece in 
front of the house, They wear a uniform 
nearly resembling that of the regular police, 
except a cap in place of the regular helmet. 

There is a story in circulahon that Mr. 
Rockefeller, being one of the wealthiest men 
in the country, has lately been a shining mark 
for the great army of cranks who are trying 
to imitate the mad Norcross, “A. B. 33,’ 
who wrote a threatening letter toJay Gould, is 
represented by this rumor to have sent a like 
letter to the Standard Oil magnate that he 
would blow him up with dynamite or assas- 
sinate him, uniess paid a certain sum of 
money. These threats were said to be the 
cause of Mr. Rockefeller’s apparent 
disquietude. At Mr. Rockefeller's house 
this story was totally denied, 
ionaire himself was not at home, but a 
young man who spoke for him said that there 
had been no threatening letters of any kind 
and that A. B. 33, or any other crank of 
his sort, has not manifested himself in any 
way to Mr. Rockefeller. The house was 
watched dry and night, that was the rule, the 
young man said, but that was only because 
everybody else’s house had been put under 
similar protection, and Mr. Rockefeller has 
merely joined in the general custom. 

Among the other wealthy persons whose 
houses are said to be under special observa- 
tion are Jay Gould, Russell e, and Mrs. 
Hicks-Lord. The reguiar police have no 
share in these operations and are rather in- 
clined to scoff at the idea that they are in any 
way necessary. “A, B. 33, the dangerous 
crank, has not yet been capturea.

Three More Cases of Typhus. 


Three. more cases of typhus-fever were re- 
ported by the Board of Health today. One, 
that of Max Marwitz, was discovered in a 
crowded Christie street tegement, and an- 
other, that of Henry Dowd, was diagnosed 
by a Gouverneur Hospital physician as 
a case of pneumonia, and, as such, 
the man was sent in an ambulance 
to Bellevue Hospital. Today the third case 
was that of Reuben Abromowitz, 8 years old. 
These three make a total of 113 typhus-fever 
patients treated since the Massilia brought 
the contagion here. Of the 113 attacked only 
five have died. 

German Officer Accused of Forgery.

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PLANNING A WORLD'S FAIR PARADE. 


The Catholic Order of Foresters Consider- 
ing a Rig Project. 

A convention at which 267 courts of the 
Cathol ic Orcer of Foresters were represented, 
either by delegate or proxy, was held yester- 
day afternoon in Eupheus Hall, No. 49 La 
Salle street. The object of the convention was 
to make preliminary arrangements for the 
order to take part in the civic parade before 
the World's Fair and to erect a statue to Pere 
Marquette. 

High ChiefiRanger P. J. Cahili was made 
Chairman of the convention. After much 
discussion as to whether a uniform should be 
worn by the members in the parade, a com- 
mittee of fifteen was appointed to discuss the 
matter and report at the next meeting. It 
was unanimously — that the order should 
erect a statue to Marquette in Chicago, to be 
paid for by subscriptions. It is expected that 
the corner-stone will be laid next October, 
and the statue ready before the World’s Fair 
closes. It is to cost over 810,000. 

Delegates from Wisconsin, Indiana, Illinois, 
Missouri, and Iowa were present.

Capt. J. D. Shea Talks of City Prosecutor 
Douglas’ Letter. 

“Tf the law as set forth in the letter sent by 
City Prosecutor Douglas to the Department of 
Police is enforced, it will make Chi- 
cago a ‘city of refuge’ for all escaped 
criminals and fugitives from justice, 
said Capt. John D. Shea of the Detective Bu- 
It will practically tie our 
hands so far as arresting and holding crim- 
inals from other States is concerned, t me 
cite a case: Say ‘Hungry Joe, a no. 
torious New York criminal, is wanted 
that city for some crime—say 

He is indicted. Inspector Byrnes 
us a copy of the indictment 
with a description of the man—or suppose 
that he is well — here. One of our offi- 
cers on the strength of the indictment swears 
out a warrant and arrests him. ‘Hungry 
Joe’ will at once get a lawyer and go before 
the court with a writ of habeas corpus 
and be released, for by Judge Me- 
decision the original indict- 
ment found in another State will not 
be sufficient to hold the prisoner. We must 
make out a prima facie case, as if the offense 
were then ing first judicially examined. 
Before we would have time to bring the com- 
plainant here or get extradition papers the 
prisoner would have been released on a writ 
of habeas corpus. | 

„Again Mr. Douglas uests that we take 
the prisoner before the Justice issuing the war- 
rant, and if we are not then prepared to go to 
trial a continuance be taken until we shall be 
prepared, But what right have we to sup 
pose that a Justice will hold a prisoner 
from another State on an original in- 
dictment when a higher court re- 
fuses to do so? And suppose the Justice 
should do it. All the prisoner will have to do

Ifthey thought it nec- 
cessary they were given power to exten the 
dispensation as long as they deemed proper. 

Archbiship Feehan. decided to limit the 
dispensation to Lent, and, if necessary at the 
end of that time, to extend it. 

The Rev. Father P. J. Muldoon in speaking 
of the matter last night said: 

„This is the first time in the history of the 
Cathohe Church that such a dispensation has 
been given universally. I believe it was given 
two or three times:in Europe durmg some of 
the pestilences, but not during the Lenten 
season, and then oaly for given times. The 
dispensation was given entirely on account of 
the prevailing sickness aud for the benefit of 
the people. 

“ft is a most unusual occurrence and nat- 
urally caused surprise. Of course, it does 
not mean that all members of the Catholic 
Church are not to fast and abstain, but that 

‘they are at liberty to do so if they desire. 
Marty will follow the general custom of the 
church through Lent, only taking advantage 
of the special dispensation if threatened sick- 
ness make it necessary. That the dispensa- 
tion will be a benefit and a blessing I have no 
doubt, and that is the object of it.”’ 

What Vicar-General Dowling Says. 

„The dispensation is universal—there are 
no exceptions.“ said Vicar-General Dowling 
yesterday. “No one is under obligation to 
fast any of the days in Lent, not even Ash 
Wednesday or Good Friday, according to the 
Archbishop’s letter to the clergy of the dio- 


cese. 

The dispensation is granted by reason of 
the prevalence of influenza all over the world. 
Even China has it. It has been worse in 
Europe than in the United States this year. 
In Chicago we have not suffered much this 
season from influenza, but other cities—New 
York, Cincinnati, r. Detroit, for example 
have not fared to Well. 

It is customary to grant such dispensation 
in cases of epidemic or pestilence, though they 
are generally confined to the country in which 
the epidemic is raging. The influenza this 
year has been so widespreed that no exception 
was made in the dispensation.

** Fasting is intended for the good of man’s 
body, not to injure man. From the obli- 
gation of fasting 1 are always ex- 
cused—the sick, those having hard work 
to perform, and so on. There are 
so many excused in this country 
that really the obligation to fast is binding on 
very few. It is only obligatory on persons in 
good health who have no work to speak of, 
and the number of such persons in this coun- 
try is small. The severity and the change- 
ableness of the climate in this country, or at 
least the northern portion of it, makes fasting 
generally less desirable than in some other 
countries—Italy, for instance. Men can’t 
well get along without meat here if they have 
work to do. 

The observance of fast days is different 
in Europe from the practice here. re they 
observe three days in Lent as ‘black fasts,’ 
when milk, butter, and cheese, as well as 
meat, are not to be indulged in. The three 
days are Ash Wednesday, the Wedvesday in 
Holy Week, and Good Friday. The climate 
of the United States, or perhaps the more pro- 
gressive character of the people, prevents such 
strict observance here.“ 3

CHANGING THE NATURALIZATION LAWS. 
It is generally admitted that the present 
naturalization laws are lax, and very laxly ad- 
ministered. It is known that they are violated 
grossly prior to every election of any impor- 
tance, and that thousands of men are made 
citizens merely in order that they may be- 
come voters, though they have not been in 
the United tes the necessary length of 
time, and are ignorant of its institutions. 

Representative Oates of Alabama has in- 
troduced a bill to make the naturalization 
laws more rigid, and the Judiciary committee 
has decided to report favorably on it. Some 
of its provisions are excellent, while others 
will be regarded by many as too severe, 

The bill provides— 

That no alien who has ever been convicted of a 
felony, or other infamous crime, or misdemeanor 
involving moral turpitude, or whois an Anarchist 
or polygamist, or who immigrated to the United 
States in violation of any laws of this country, or 
who cannot read the Constitution of the United 
States, shall be naturalized. Five years contin- 
uous residence in the United States and one in 
the State ia whieh the application is made are 
made necessary to naturalization. The bill pro- 
vides aform of petition for naturalization, and 
applicants are required to prove that the state- 
ments made in the petition are true. The peti- 
tion 1s to be passed upon by court, and before 
granting it the court is to be satisfied that all the 
allegations of the petition are proven and that the 
petitioner is of good moral character and a fit 
person for naturalization. The present law con- 
cerning the declaration of intention is abvlished, 
except as to those persons not here five years who 
may desire to take up an entry on the public 
lands. 

The requirement that applicants for natural- 
ization must be able to read the Constitution 
of the United States will be opposed by Ger- 
man, Scandinavian, Bohemian, Polish, and 
Italian Americans. They will claim that if a 
man can show after a thorough examination 
in court that he satisties all the other demands of 
the law he should not be called on to show his 
proficiency in English by reading the Consti- 
tution. They will say that a great many of the 
older immigrants pick up enough English to 
make themselves understood and to under- 
stand others, who would break down if sub- 
jected to an examination in readi ing. They 
will say that these men make good, peaceable 
citizens, even though they cannot read En- 
glish, and that the above mentioned provision 
would bé an unjust discrimination against 
them in favor of the English-speaking immi- 
grants, who might be able to read the Consti- 
tution in English and yet understand it 110 
better than those who could read it only in 
German or Swedish. 

If the preliminary declaration of intention 
were to be done away with, there might be a 
protest from those States which permit immi- 
grants to vote who have been in the country a 
yoar or less, providing they have declared 
their intention to become citizens. In IIIi- 
nois no man can vote who is not a citizen of 
the United States, while in Indiana, Wiscon- 
sin, and other States men are given the ballot 
who are not citizens and may never become 
20. Politicians who are eager to turn immi 
grants into voters at the earliest possible 
moment may lift up their voices against this 
feature of the bill, which has a great deal to 
commend it. Those States which put the 
declaration of intention clause in their Consti- 
tutions did so partly in order to attract immi- 
gration. They are not as solicitous on that 
point now as they once were. 

Those parts of the biil which forbid the 
naturalization of criminals, Anarchists, etc., 
will mect with general approval. Nor should 
there be any objection to the requirement that 
each petition shall be deliberately and intelli- 
gently passed on in court and the Judge be 
satisfied that the petitioner is a proper person 
for naturalization. Those who have witnessed 
the way in which the business is carried on 
now, and have scen a hundred men made citi- 
zens within an hour, solely for the sake of 
their votes, knuw what a farce naturalization 
is. It has degenerated largely into a rough- 
and-ready method of manufacturing voters. 
If American citizership is worth anythmg it 
is worth a little more time and trouble than 
the present system requires.

THE WHISKY TRUST. 

The New York Bulletin gives a comprehen- 
sive sketch of the operations of the whisky 
trust, otherwise known as the Distillers’ and 
Caitle-Feeders’ company. It shows how from 
the first the organization was hampered by 
the fact that the large expenses incident to its 
formation and work more than neutralized 
the advantages for cheaper production secured 
by eliminating what are known as incidental 
expenses. The eighty-one establishments 
which became members of the trust in 1889 
were by no means the biggest and best 
equipped. They were largely plants least fa- 
vorably situated for profitable production. 
Such distilleries as the Shufcldt and Calumet 
refused all the tempting offers made them. 
Henve, though the trust controlled a ma- 
jority of the distillerics, it was not 
strong enough to regulate production and 
prices, and was too heavily handicapped by 
watered stock to drive the independent con- 
cerns to the wall. Dissetisions arose over the 
management of affairs, and these difficulties 
were aggravated by the passage of the anti- 
trust law in this State, where most of the lead- 
ing plants of the trust were situated. This was 
evaded by changing to an incorporated com- 
pany, the capital of which was fixed at $31,021,- 
000, and then a vigorous war was waged on 
those outside. This failed, and the trust was 
forced to purchase, the capital being then in- 
creased to $35,000,000. How much of this was

erection of new distilleries, and the trust finds 
itself forced to resort to lower prices and 
special inducements m the shape of rebates 
to dealers in order to retain the trade. At 
first it produced about 90 per cent of the 
total production. Now it produces less than 
70 per cent, and the strong competition has 
caused a reduction to $1.16, or only $1.09 after 
allowing the rebate given to dealers who pur- 
chase only from the trust or its authorized 
agents. The increased competition will render 
it impossible to declare dividends amounting 
to 6 per cent per annum in the future. 

By the adoption of similar methods the 
whisky trust finds itself in the same position 
as the sugar trust. It must also resort to pur- 
chase if it expects to regain control of the 
business. But if it should raise prices after 
doing so new establishments would be erected 
and the present situation be repeated in ag- 
gravated form. Then, the secrecy in which 
the affairs of the trust are managed and the 
well-known speculation in its securities carried 
on by its directors are sufficient to deter con- 
servative capitalists from making permanent 
investments in its stock. There is urgent 
need of legislation, not only to put a stop to 
the exorbitant exactions of trusts but also to 
protect legitimate holders of their securities 
from wholesale robbery. 


FARMERS’ ELEVATORS. 
It is reported that a large number of farm- 


ers in the Northwest have decided to under- 


take the business of building and operating 
grain elevators at Duluth, Superior, and other 
points in conjunction with smaller arrange- 
ments at country stations. The farmers are 
to hold all the stock of the companies, no one 
having more than $1,000, which it 1s thought 
will prevent the establishment of a monopo- 
ly or the selling out to one. Their agents will 
handle the grain from the time it reaches the 
railroad depot (and perhaps previously) to the 
date of its sale for shipment to a market in 
the East or in Europe. It is expected by this 
means to secure all the profit that would other- 
wise be reaped by the odious middleman and 
to so act that the speculator will no longer 
have things all his own way. 

There is no good reason why the farmers 
should not act thus, if they want to do so and 
can command the requisite capital. They 


have as good a richt to handle their own grain 


as to sell it to some man or set of men who 
make a business of buying from the producer 
and selling to those purchasing for consumers. 
Probably it is well for them to take the step. 
They may understand the business better after 
thé experience of a few years, and perhaps 
find it to their advantage. Many of theirnum- 
ber seem to have a firmly grounded convic- 
tion that they are made the prey of sharks, 
who cheat them in weights and grading, and 
otherwise make money out of their necessi- 
ties over and above the inevitable cost of 
handling and transportation. Perhaps their 
view of the matter is a correct one; 
and if not, the impression is 80 
firmly grounded that it can only be 
removed by submittmg it to the crucial test. 
No doubt some if not all of the men who have 
purchased grain from the farmers of Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas in the last few years 
have paid for it on the average a little less 
than they could afford to pay, the extra charge 
being supposed to cover the risk of the opera- 
tion. As the English elevator syndicate has 
recently announced publicly that it has re- 
duced this thing to a science, by selling each 
day on the speculative market a quantity 
equal to that bought. from the farmers, it can 
hardly be wondered at if the latter think they 
can practice a little of the science too, and in 
their own behalf. But it does seem a trifle 
singular that they expect to be able to do this 
after having abolished the said speculative 
market through the passage of the Hatch bill. 

It is exceedingly probable that if the farm- 
ers undertake this elevator scheme they will 
find it is not the bonanza éxpected. They will 
discover that they have to work in competi- 
tion with others who are adepts in the business 
and willing to | operate for a moderate profit 
after paying the expenses of the operation. 
They will find reason to see that the’ big profits 
in handling grain have been made by men 
with big capital, and that if divided up among 
the holders of ‘$1,000 shares of stock they 
would not amount to very much in each case, 
that losses in the business have to be provided 
for as well as gains, and that individual judg. 
ment in the conduct of affairs 1s worth some- 
thing. Perhaps also they would find out that 
the possible saving of halfa cent per bushel 
in expenses can be more than counterbal- 
anced by lack of ability to sell on the best 
market. 

It may be supposed reasonable to expect 
that if it were possible to turn over to a syn- 
dicate of farmers the control of grain han- 
dling, and the managemeat of a few railroads, 
for a term of years their experience in 
handling both would nét prove them to be al- 
together in the right in their charges now 
made against both. It might result in show- 
ing that undue advantages have been taken 
here and there, but that considering the prob- 
lems they have had to grapple with, all of 
which are not of their own making, the mana- 
gers of these enterprises have done as well as 
the average farmer would do for the benefit 
of the community served by them, provided 
the said farmer were sufficiently honest to 
want to pay operating expenses and interest 
on the capital invested. Itis pretty certain. 
that if both railroads and elevators were 
managed by the government, as is proposed 
by some of the self-styled reformers, they 
would cost a gréat deal more than they do 
now. There would be vastly more of favoritism 
and other forms of corruption, and reason to 
look for great losses, owing to the fact that 
the conduct of affairs was intrusted to men in 
pay for poiitical pulls instead of business 
ability or personal honeaty. 


DO NOT MAKE MATTERS ANY WORSE. 
A Detroit dispatch says: 


The Republican State committee has decided to 
ignore the Miner Electoral law in the chuice of 
Presidential Electors this year; the Miner law be- 
ing the plan providing for the choice of Electors 
by dictricts instead of ona State ticket as here 
tofore.

FREE COINAGE FALSE STATEMENTS EX- 

POSED. 


The feport of the majority of the Coinage 
committee attempts to ridicule the assertion 
that the passage of a free coinage bill would 
cause foreigners to send shiploads of their de- 
preciated, idle sitver, to American mints. It 
says: 

How can this be under the bill or pro law? 
The shipioad of silver brought to our mints by 
the foreigner would be coined into standard dol- 
lars and these dollars returned to him, but he 
could not go to our Treasury and demand gold 
for them. Nor could he compel one of our citi- 
zeus to swap him a goid dollar for a silver dollar. 
That isa voluntary trade that no law ought to 
interfere with. Should the foreigner take coin 
notes for his bullion instead of coin the same 
thing happens. He can take his coin note to the 
Treasury and demand redemption, but that note 
is redeemable in coin, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury could hand him baek the coin struck 
from the shipload of bullion. 

It is claimed by Mr. Bland that free coin- 
age would raise silver in this country to a par- 
ity with gold in the ratio of 16 to 1. Were 
that to happen, what would hinder foreigners 
sending their silver to the United States mints 


cates they received for it to bankers and brok- 
ers for 9914, 9944, or 99 per cent in gold? That 
would be a great deal more than they could 
got for their silver at home, for Mr. Bland 
does not claim that the value of silver all over 
the world would be so greatly appreciated, 
but only in the United States. What would 
prevent the foreigners selling at any discount 
below 99 they could afford and getting thei 
pay in gold? There would be nothing to hin- 
der it, and away would go the more precious 
metal. Bimetallism would cease, and the 
country be brought down to a single silver 
basis. 

Mr. Bland says truthfully that people al- 
ways want to pay their debts in the cheaper 
money. Though he does not admit it, this 
want is the potent cause of the agitation for 
free silver. A great number of individuals 
who are in debt wish to get the cheapest 
money they can with which to wipe out their 
obligations, and they think that 70-cent silver 
dollars will fill the bill. 

Mr. Bland asserts further that the demand 
for these cheap dollars for debt-paying pur- 
poses would be so great as to force up the 
price of them till they reached the value of 
the gold dollar. If that should be the case, 
then the foreigners who brought their depre- 
ciated Old World silver here and got dollars 
or certificates for it would have no difficulty 
in disposing of them a little below par for 
gold. A man with a hundred gold dollars who 
had a debt to pay would be glad to sell his 
gold dollars tor a greater number of silver 
ones, becausé he could thus pay off more of 
his debt. Whoever needed cheap money 
would buy it of its holder, whether he were 
foreigner or native. 

The report says “afew timid people and a 
few misers might for a moment hoard gold.“ 
Yes, and the speculators would keep some to 
gam ble in, but the great mass of it would flow 
out of the country. Gold would cease instantly 


payments, for it would jump to a premium of 
30 per cent or mote und under these circum- 
stances it would no more circulate than it did 
during the war. The four hundred millions 
now in the United States would be demone- 
tized and its place taken by 70-cent silver. 


THE LOWEST PRICES FOR YEARS. 

A Chieago paper which is in favor of high 
duties on wool for the benefit of American 
wool-growers prints without explanation, or 
denial of its accuracy, a Boston dispatch giv- 
ing the condition of the wool market for the 
last week. It appears therefrom that— 


The wool market here shows no improvement 
in condition. The demand for extra and double 
extra wools has been so indifferent throughout the 
current season that dealers are disposed to reduce 
their boldingsin preparation for the new clip, 
and in the effort are accepting the lowest prices 
that have prevailed for many years. 


It was promised by the framers of the wool 
schedule of the McKinley law that these fine 
wools known as extra and double extra 
would bring about ten cents a pound more 
than they had been selling for. It turns out 
that they are fetching “the lowest prices that 
have prevailed for years. No foreign wools 
have fared as badly. 

And although prices have beén hammered 
down so low, manufacturers are in no haste 
to buy. They make their purchases slowly 
and deliberately. The fine fleeces, cheap as 
they are, area drug on the market. Ordina- 
rily a cheapening of raw inaterials stimulates 
manufacturing, but that 1s not the case in this 
instance, 

The reason is that the manufacturer is de- 
nied free access to the manifold kinds of wool 
he wishes to use. He wants wools from Aus- 
tralia, Argentina, England, Germany, Syria, 
and India. He néeds for mixing purposes 
wools not produced in this country which have 
special peculiarities of color or fiber. If al- 
lowed to do so he will mix half a dozen differ- 
ent kinds to make one particular fabric. If 
he cannot get these varieties he does not sub- 
stitute Ohio, Michigan, and Pennsylvania 
wools for them, because they do not answer 
his purpose. 

Thus the Lawrence ‘Sal schedule has been 
most harmful to the interests of the American 
wool-raisers. It has driven down the price of 
their produet and lessened the demand for it. 
The ram-raiser Lawrence claimed that his 
schedule would result in the United States 
producing all the wool required to make the 
woolen clothing of its people. He omitted to 
state that even if it did produce the necessary 
quantity it could not produce the multifarious 
varieties required by the manufacturer.

Mr. Sr. Jonx made two principal points in 
his address to the bankers of this city Satur- 
day evening.

But 
why not use both tobacco and iron, and then 
callin the aid of the still more barbarous 
cowrie to increase the abundance of the circu- 
lating medium? Most decidedly the weight 
of precedent in’this country pointe unerringly 
to the Indian wampum as a currency that 
cannot be longer ignored without doing vio- 
lence to all that is most anciently sacred in 
the history of this country. In regard to the 
premium that is talked about, it is a 
silver one. St. John says our silver 
dollar would command a premium value 
in bullion in India today.” But he

While the police 
were engaged in suppressing these disturb- 
ances @ mounted policeman had his skull 
fractured owing to his bemg struck on the 
head by a petroleum bottle thrown from a 
house. 

Of the many persons arrested yesterday on 
charges in connection with the riots only 
twenty-three have been detained in custody. 

Prince Bismarck’s organ, the Hamburger 
Nachrichten, in alluding to the recent 
disturbances in Berlin, tasks the Social- 
ists with ‘the fruitlessness of their ad- 
vice, which came too late, and says that had 
they had more acumen they would have fore 
seen that their teachings must logically lead 
to these occurrences, of which the Berliners 
themselves have no féar, knowing that the 
troops, if called upon, would make short work 
of the rioters, but to which the foreign press 
attached so much importance. 

There is no doubt that the crowd showed 
some vindictiveness against the police, who, 
on. their part, did not hesitate to use the edge 
of their swords, but it is difficult to ascertain 
the number really hurt, as the wounded 
avoided the ambulances and the hospitals for 
fear of arrest. The Socialists’ leaders advised 
their adherents not to partake of the disturb- 
ances, and the attitude assumed by them de- 
prives the riots of any political importance. 

The real cause of the trouble was the stop- 
page in the building trade resulting from se- 
vere frost, and as a renewal of that seems to 
be im minent today, some alarm is felt. The 
small number of genuine unemployed work- 
men who took part in the disturbances are 
chiefly bricklayers and masons thrown out of 
eres by the severity of the weather.

The Empress 
and the Emperor were present. The chief 
feature|of the evening was the dancing oi the 
minuet, and which was repeated by the spe- 
cial request of the Empress. This dance has 
suddenly become popular with society and 
classes for practicing it are being formed. 

On Friday night there was a. magnificent 
dinuer given at the Russian Embassy and 
among those present were Chancellor von 
Caprivi, Pape, Hanke, Count Mouravieff, and 
the members of the Embassy. 

On Saturday night a masked ball was given 
by the hereditary Prince of Saxe-Meiningen. 
It was & remarkable success and all the guests 
were in fancy costumes and masked, the Em- 
peror wearing the uniform of a Leib Cuiras- 
seur (life guard) of the time of 
Frederick the Great. Princess Frederick

nificen§ silver armor as Lohengrin, the 
Knight of the Swan, Prince Frederick Charles 
of Hessein the old Heasian Hussar uniform, 
a light yellow jacket and light blue trousers 
richly ‘braid with silver, and other gueste 
as knights of the different epochs of Germany 
and soldiers of the thirty and seven year wars. 
The Empress, however, was absent.

FRENCH CABINET’S COLD RECEPTION. 


All the Journals Say It Cannot Last Long 
—On Free Coinage. 

Parts, Feb. 28.—The new Cabinet meets 
with a cold reception from the press. The 
Conservative and Radical journals agree in 
saying that the new Cabinet is composed of 
the same elements as the preceding 
Cabinet; that it must, therefore, have 
a policy that has already been 
disapproved by the menibers of the chamber, 
and that the Cabinet cannot last long. The 
Republique Francaise and Siecle copdemn the 
exclusion of M. Constans from the new Cabi- 
net as the result of dn intrigue. The consti- 
tutional right party, now comprising forty 
Deputies, has formally decided to accept the 
republican form of government. 

French Opinion of Free Coinage, 

Senator Clamageran, formerly Minister of 
Finance, said today: The United States is 
on the downward track in political economy, 
as is evidenced by the triumph of protection, 
and the growing craze for free coinage. 
France had free coinage but was forced to 
abandon it, but it will not 
prove more successful in America, where 
the question is agitated in the interest of 
owners. of silver mines. America is 
the richest country in the world and can af- 
tord the experiment of free coinage, whether 
it is goed or not good; but the ple must 
not delude themselves with the idea that Eu- 
rope will take their silver money in any 
shape, especiall since the McKinley 
law shuts out European products. They 
may obtain international silver congresses as 
often as they want them, but such confer- 
ences would be without tangible result. Eu- 
ca has senough silver already. The first 
holders of the new money will use it as cur- 
rency without difficulty, but whenits value 
beeomes depreciated, as is inevitable, some- 
body, either individuals or the United States 
Treasury, must pay the piper.’ ” 


World’s Fair Committee Organized. . 


The Committee on Initiative for the Chicago 
Fair is now well organised. There are 350 
members, including some of the leading Paris 
merchants holdi honors from previous 
world fairs. The Cabinet crisis has delayed 
the voting of an appropriation for the Fair, but 
the Chamber of Deputies is certain to grant 
the amount asked for, as it is proposed that 
the French National Society of Agriculture, 
having a membership of 10,000, shall adopt a 
formal resolution to take part in the affair, 
which action will secure the support of the 
members of the organisation.

Parts, Feb. 28.—Duc-Quercy, one of the 
leaders of the French Socialists, interviewed as 
to the Berlin troubles, said: 

The movement itself is fot socialistic. 
Such isolated demonstrations are contrary to 
the doctrine and policy of the German Social- 
istic party. What is being prepared in Ger- 
many under the leadership of Liebknecht and 
Bebel 1s a united pressure of the working 
clagses on the goverument—not an insurrec-« 
tion in Berlin.

The child cameof musical parentage, for 
his father held the office of trumpeter in the 
Town of Pesaro, in the Romagna, while his 
mother, who possessed a very beautiful voice, 
was able, when the father fell into trouble, to 


support the family by singing on the stage. 


hen Rossini was 12 years old he was taken 


to Bologna to see Prof. Tesei of that city, 


who was so much pleased with the little boy 
that he gave him lessons in singing and piano- 
forte playing and put him in the way of earn- 


ing money by singing solos in the churches. 


At the end of two ye he could execute 
difffult music at first sight, and was able to 
act as musical director to a traveling com- 
pany which gave performances at Lugo, Fer- 


’ pari, Forli, Sinigaglia. and other small towns 
in the Romagna. When he was 15 years of 
age Rossini gave up his engagement as di- 
rector to the wandering troup and went back 
to Bologna, where (1807) he was admitted to 

yceum. 


Such application and diligence did he now 


show that after he had been but one year at 
the academy he was chosen by the director, 
Prof. Mattei, to write.the cantata which was 
expected annually from the Lyceum’s best 
pupil. “Pianto d’Armonia per la Morte 
Orfeo“ was the subject of this, Rossini’s 
‘first work, written when he was 16 years ot 
age. The success of the cantata was eich that 
it procured for its composer appointment as 
director of the Philharmonic concerts, in 
which capacity he superintended the produc- 
tion of Haydn's Seasons.“ He had pre- 
viously got up a performance of the Crea- 
tion in the Lyceum itself, and it is interest- 
ing to know that at this period Rossini devot- 
ed himself ardently to the study of Haydu's 
symphosies and quartets. 


Taught to Play the Piano with Two Fingers. 


During his studies at the Lyceum Rossini 
did not neglect the piano. He entertained a 
high respect for this admirable instrument, 
this orchestra on a reduced scale, minus, of 
course, the variety of timbres; and one ot his 
latest works was a fantasia for the pianoforte 
on airs from“ L’Africaine,’’ dedicated to his 
friend Meyerbeer. Rossini used at this time 
to style himself“ pianist of the fourth class“;

He spoke Wednesday 
at the annual dinner of the Brandenburg Diet. - 
His Imperial Majesty has in times.past said 
many surprising things. He has surpassed 
every potentate of modern days in his various 
oratorical performances. He has now sur- 
passed himself. Casting a glance downward 
from his lofty seat, he has perceived that there 
are persons who do not accept his views of 
himself and of things in general. These bad 
men criticise and malign him and his govern- 
ment, disturb the public equanimity, 
and endanger the prosperity of the 
great German fatherland. This category 
seems to include all Germans who differ 
from the Emperor, of whom there must be 
some millions. They are invited to shake off 
from their shoes the dust of Germany and to 
go elsewhere. It would be an immigration on

Mr. Lowe's Action for More Notice. 
Mr. Lowe’s action against the Times hab ex- 
posed to view more of the inside of that office 
than the public often sees. Whether the pub- 
lie cares much about the details of journalism 
may be doubtful, but journalists care, and 
this is a case on which much had been said be- 
fore it had come into court. Mr. Lowe had 
been the Times’ representative at Berlin for 
some twelve years. A competent man, with 
some knowl of things German, he had 
the position in Berlin which representatives 
of the leading journal of Europe always have, 
and had strengthened it by his own abilities 
and services. He came into collision with the 
new manager, and was told that his services 
would not be required after six months 
from date of notice. It is not necessary to 
enter into the merits of the dispute. Whether 
Mr. Lowe was right or wrong, the manager 
had a right to dismiss him, and the only ques- 
tion was as to the length of notice. Mr. Lowe 
claimed twelve months, and brought action 
to enforce that claim, alleging that it is the 
custom in the profession to give twelve 
months. The evidence was contradictory, 
but on the whole the proof of the custom was 
defective. The Lord Chief Justice thought 
the plaintiff could only claim reasonable no- 
tice, and the real question for the jury was, 
what was reasonable notice?

\“The Standard” Speaks for a Year.

LESSONS FROM THE OYSTER’S LIFE. 


A Colored Preacher's Sermon to a Congre- 
gation of Oyster Shuckers, 7 

Baltimore Sun: ‘“ The oyster is the lowest 
species of animal life,“ said the Rev. I. L. 
Thomas, pastor of Centennial Colored Meth- 
odiet Church, in his sermon to oyster shuckers 
last night, but it can be shown that it is a 
fair representative of man, and that in every 
part of the oyster shucker’s profession he is 
shown the way to the Lord.. Now the shucker 
d t have anything to do with the oyster 
until it is put into its box, but befd?e it gets 
there it must be caught. It seems strange to 
say that the oyster must be caught, but when 
we examine the beds in the ocean, bay, and 
river, we see the necessity of providing 
means to catch it. It cannot be 
caught with the hook and line, so 
other means have been invented, some of 
which have been very successful, Just so 
with aman. He has to be caught, and no one 
but the Lord is prepared to catch him up out 
of the bed of sin. The oyster comes to the 
shucker in a shucking-box, Now, the shuck- 
eF’s box represents the Church of God, and the 
man is caught out of the sea of death and 
~ .oched into the box prepared for him, just 
like the oyster, 

‘The t».omer represents the word of God, 
and just as tis shucker hammers on the oys-. 
ter to make it open its shell, so the word of 
God strikes mighty blows on man’s heart un- 
til it opens a litt. bit, e+ that the Holy Spirit, 
represented by the knife, can get in. 

Just like the shucker’s kniie gets in and 
touches the heart of the oyster and throws off 
the shell does the Holy Spin touch man’s 
heart and throw off the shell ‘ord linesa, 
After the shell is off the oyster is chucked into 
a Dot which represents the visible church of 
God.“ 

No the shucker has three pots —one for 
small, another for large, and another for ex- 
tra large oysters, The little pot represents 
faith, which is the ‘first thing a man gets after

Then comes the skimmer and the water, 
These represent the cleansing power of Jesus’ 
blood. ‘The oysters are put on the skimmer 
and the water is poured over them to wash off 
little pieces of she d other impurities. So 
is the water of life pouled over man by God 
and all the impurities ate washed away until 
he is white as snow. \ 

„Next, the quantity the shucker shicks 
represents justice. If there is anythifig a 
shucker wants more than another it is justice. 
He wants to know that he gets paid for all he 
shucks, and that he isn’t shucking in a meas- 
ure witha false bottom, that moves down 
when the oysters are put in and moves up 
when they come out. 1 

In all shucking-houses4s a big blackboard 
on which the numbers of all the shuckers are 
placed. ‘This represents the Book of Life, on 
which names are recorded in heaven. For 
every gallon of oysters a man shucks his peg 
is moved up hole, and unless that peg moves 
the man has no claim on the firm, bat the 
more he shucks tne further his peg moves and 
the bigger his claim. So, if a man hasn’t re- 
corded his name in heaven and won’t do good 
works he has no claim on heaven. If he does 
much he will get much; if he does little his 
reward will be little. 

The canning process represents perfection. 
When an oyster is put in the can and sealed 
up all has been done to it that is necessary to 
be done. So when a man has done what the 
Lord wanted him to do he has reached per- 
fection. 

Next comes the express. What would it 
avail an oyster if it stopped where it was after 
being canned? I tell you the firm would feel 
mighty blue if allthe oysters canned staid 
in the factory. Shipping the oysters repre- 
sents the express train or the lifeboat for 
heaven, which is death. When the oyster 
reaches perfection it's got to move, and 80 
does a man. The person to whom the canned 
oysters are sent ts the rightful claim 
of Jesus Christ, who stands on the — se 
of the river to look at the boats as they y 
to see if there's anything on board for him.

(Matthew 
xii., 29-41.) So far, therefore, as the 
Hebrew or Greek words are con- 
cerned, the monster may ‘have been a shark, a 
sea-serpent, or some other uncanny denizen of 
the deep. Hence there is nothing incredible in 
the statement that Jonah, upon being thrown 
into the sea, was quickly overtaken by some 
water monster and swallowed without sufferin 
mutilation. To biblical students it is a well- 
known fact that a vessel sailing from Joppa to auy 
Spanish port must pass through a section swarm- 
ing with a species of shark called a ‘‘sea-dog.”’ 
The sea-dog has a throat Jarge enough to swallow 
fair-sized men.—St. Louis Republic.

DOWN-DRAFT SYSTEM. 
ENGINEER WHYTE RECOMMENDS 
IT FOR CONSUMING SMOKE. 


The Retort System He Considers the “ Next 
Best Thing,” and After That the Coking 
System-—The Society for the Prevention 

~ of Smoke Talks Business to Firms That 
Ignore Its Circulars§- Careful Sugges- 
tions Made to Studebaker Brothers and 
Other Offenders—One More Smoker. 


“In our judgment,” says Engineek Waite. 
“the cheapest arrangement for consuming | 
smoke, all things considered, is to use the | 
down-dpaft system. The next best thing will | 
be the retort system; the next best the coking 
system. 

Thirty-four notices were sent out a week 
ago by the Society for the Prevention of 
Smoke to persons whose chimneys were smok-

With regard to Mur-uy arnace we hav 
simply this to say: Unless _ced beyond the 
proper capacity, which is dependent quite di- 
rectly upon the intensityof the draft, no staoke 
will be made by a Murphy furhace outfit in 
repair and handled in accordance with the direc- 
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tions of the makers, excepti during the 
time of starting the fire and getting the 
arch heated to . working temperature, 


and the times when it is necessary to clean clink- 
ers from the grate bars. The more the fires are 
forced with a given quantity of coal the worse 
will bethe formation of clinkers. Unless, there- 
‘fore, thewo rk which you are attempting to do is 
entirely beyond the capacity of your furnaces and 
your chimney you have it in yeur power to con- 
trol the production of smoke by furnishing a 
clean quality of nut coal, preferably that of Indi- 
ana block or the better qualities of Ohio coal. 
The effect of this will be to lengthen the period of 
cleaning fires, if not entirely to avoid the neces- 
sity for opening the doors and giving the furnace 
a regular cleaning out. Such being the 
case, we feel t it is well within 
your province to determine, with the aid of such 
expert engineer as you, may see fit to employ, or 
with the aid of the Murphy furnace people, 
whether or no you are overworking your furnaces 
and what is necessary for you to do if such be the 
case, We would suggest that you would be likely 
to receive some benefit from an arrangement of 
air jets actuated by steam, which should send 
four or five sharp currents of air across the fur- 
nace arch within a few inches of the end furthest 
from the front. This would secure a thorough 
mechanical mingling of thesfurnace gases gener- 
ated at the after part of the furnace, which we 
observe sometimes escapes beyond the zone of 
high temperature imverfectly burned. The so- 
cietx wishes to be entirely reasonable in the mat- 
ter, but at the same time must insist that a mere 
overworking of your plant and consequent pro- 
duction of smoke cannot constitute a valid reason

ODD WAYS OF GETTING WATER, 


The Shifts to Which People Resort in 
Various Parts of the World. 
When Mr. David Lindsay returned from his 
expedition across a part of the Australian 
desert a while ago he said the whole of that 
almost waterless country was inhabited by 
natives who got their wuter supply ky drain- 
ing the roots of the malle tree, Which yield 
quantities of pure water. Thig tree, absorb- 
ing moisture from the air, retains it in con- 
siderable quantities 1n its roots and thus makes 
it possible to live in an arid region, which 
would otherwise be uninhabitable. | 
There are people in other parts of the world 
who get their supply of water in a peculiar 
way, says the New York Sun. The explorer 
Coudreau, for instance, found a while ago 
while wandering awong the Tumuc-Humac 
Mountains, in the western part of Guiana, 
that it was not necessary for his men to de- 
scend to a creek when they wanted a drink of 
water. A vine known as the water vine 1s 
found all through that region. It yields an 
abundant supply of excellent drinking fluid 
whenever it is called upon. This vine grows 
to a height of sixty to ninety feet. It is usual- 


ly about as thick as the upper part of the hu-- 


man arm. It winds itself loosely around 
trees, clambers up z their summits, aud then 
falls down wegen to the ground, 
where it takes root again. | 

The natives cut this vine off at the ground 
and theri, at the height of about six or seven 
feet, they Gut it again, which leaves in their 
hands a very stout piece of wood a little longer 
than themselves. In order to obtaiu its sap 
they raise thetower end of the vine upon some 
support and apply the upper end to their 
mouths. Fy section 2 the — — show- 
ing a smooth, apparently comp sur 18 
steed with many little vines, through which 
the sap flows freely. Six feet of the vine gives 
about a pint of water, which is slightly sweet 
to the taste. Coudreau says that it quenches 
thirst as effectively as water from the most re- 
freshing rock. 

The bushmen in the Kalahari Desert, often 
live scores of miles from places where water 
comes to the surface. Durmg a certain part, 
of the year sharp storms pass over the~ Kala- 


hari, covering the a ate arid region with 
u 


the brightest of verdure and filling, for a few 
short days, the water-courses’ with 3 
torrents. The bushmen know how to fin 
water by digging in the bottoms of these 
dried up river-beds. They dig a three or. 
four feet deep and then tie a Sponge to the 
end of A hollow reed. The sponge absorbs 
the moisture ate the bottom of the hole, and 
the natives draw it into their mouths through 
the reed, and then empty it into calabas 
for future use. rae Gy 

The animals that inhabit such wastes as the 
Kalahari are of course accustomed: to living 
upon very small and infrequent supplies of 
water. The Bechuaua do not lead their cattle 
tothe drinking-places oftener than once in 
two or three days. It is said that goats in the 
Kalahari frequently pass months without 
water, and, according to Mr. Mackenzie, there 
are certain antelopes which are never seen to 
visit the drinking-places, 5 i 

In that enormous waste known as the Gobi 
desert, north of China, showers sometimes 
fall during the summer and the torrents of a 
day fill the dried-up water courses through 
which water seldom runs. It is in these chan- 
nels that the Mongols dig their welle, expect- 
ing to find a little water when upon the sur- 
face of the plateau itself the soil has lost all 
traces of humiidity. It is owing to the fart 
that a part of the moisture falling during a 
few rainy days is thus preserved within reach 
— it is possible for caravans to cross the
